Allowing for 
maybe 25% total efficiency I'd wild-guess the analog transmitter 
requires about 600-700 watts of utility power; the DTV might require 2 
kW or so?

*x CANADA. CBA 1070 MONCTON QSL --- Nice to get the recently closed 
1070 CBA Moncton NB back. Pleasant letter, QSL and 106.1 FM fridge 
magnet in 29 days for 1 US dollar. Veri-signer Stacey Foster, Audience 
relations (Dave Onley, Pijnacker - The Netherlands, HCDX via DXLD) 


I received a similar letter today from Stacey Foster at CBA. Nice 
little QSL card, refrigerator magnet and personal letter. I am sorry 
that they have left the air. Great station. Great people (Karl Zuk 
N2KZ, Katonah, New York, USA (near NYC), April 21, ibid.) 


*xx CANADA. CFCO change to country [630, Chatham-Kent, Ont.] --- Hi 
everyone, I have been back in Detroit a few weeks, and have managed to 


play a little bit of radio, and I've noticed that CFCO AM and FM have 
switched to country. When and why did they do this? A friend warned me 
about this, and it is kind of sad to see that they've switched 
formats. I don't know what else will have quite as big a variety as 
the old format (Jeff Kenyon, MI, April 20, The NRC AM mailing list via 
DXLD) 


CFCO AM & FM changed to country format on March 10 at 11:00 (if my 
memory serves me correctly) but I didn't know about until 2 weeks 
later, as every time I had heard them, they had a hockey game going 
on. 


CFCO-FM is only licensed to transmit at 250 watts, which normally only 
covers a several mile radius around Chatham. Once about two years ago, 
the Hepburn Tropo index was at 5.5 one morning and I heard them for 45 
minutes before losing the signal. I figure by air miles, that I am 
about 30 miles away. 


Can't speak for the reason why they did this, as there is a new 
station on 92.7 Leamington that also plays country music, and which 
has nothing to do with the station in London, also on 92.7 that plays 
country. Also CFCO (630) also gets out much better than CKWW (580) in 
Windsor. 73 de (Joe Miller, KJ80, Troy MI, ibid.) 


CFCO has been a variety format station up until a month ago. The AM 
has been around much longer then the FM, and I only got 92.9 one time 
myself in summer, and the band was really opened. FM in Detroit is 
getting harder and harder with more stations from Canada taking to the 
air between our channels (Jeff Kenyon, ibid.) 


JKi5384486@ao0l.com wrote: *‘Sad situation. The big 63 covers some 
serious territory and they sounded good. Too bad they didn't split and 
go country with the FM; it's a waste to simulcast.*° 


CFCO-FM (actually CFCO-1-FM) is licensed as a "transmitter" of CFCO. 
It xmust*x simulcast the AM - it's not allowed to split. 


In Canada, a given station may have more than one transmitter. Each 
transmitter must be approved by the technical folks, and the coverage 
area must be approved by the non-technical folks (it's kinda as if 
there were two FCCs. One would be responsible for deciding that 1100 
kHz at 10,000 watts was an acceptable facility in Las Vegas, and the 
other responsible for deciding which of ten applicants would be 
allowed to build that facility). 


The process for approval of an additional transmitter for an existing 
station is considerably easier than that for authorizing a completely 
new station. The CRTC usually won't solicit competing applications 


when an additional transmitter is requested -- they will if a 
completely new station is applied for. 


There are several similar situations elsewhere in Canada. For example, 
in Oshawa, where CKDO-1580 has a second transmitter CKDO-FM-1 on 107.7 
(by normal policy this station should be CKDO-1-FM!). Or, in Winnipeg, 
where CBW-990 and CKSB-1050 each have additional transmitters CBW-1-FM 
89.3 and CKSB-10-FM 90.5 (in the latter case, CKSB-10 instead of CKSB- 
1 because there are nine more FM transmitters elsewhere in Manitoba). 


In all of these cases, if the FM stations wished to carry separate 
programming they'd have to take out completely new licenses (though 
possibly specifying the same technical facilities) and probably 
compete with other applicants for completely new stations. fA (Doug 
Smith WOWI, Pleasant View, TN EM66, ibid.) 


It seems like there are a lot of format flips in Canada. One station 
will trade formats with another (Jeff Kenyon, ibid.) 


Scott Fybush brings up another reason they didn't split the FM: it 
would have put CFCO's owners (Blackburn Radio) over the ownership 
limits. 


In Canada, one company may only own three stations in a market, of 
which only two may be on the same band (2 AMs & one FM, or two FMs and 
one AM. With occasional exceptions in Quebec when both official 
languages are involved). 


Blackburn already owns CKUE-FM 95.1 and CKSY-FM 94.3 in Chatham. CFCO- 
FM would be the (impermissible) 3rd FM if it originated its own 
programs. By operating as a transmitter of the AM station it doesn't 
count against the 2-FM-station limit. 


The CRTC will deny a FM transmitter of an AM station if they think 
it's being proposed as a "back door" to getting a 3rd FM. For example, 
the recent application for a 100 kW transmitter of CJOB-680 on 106.3 
in Winnipeg. f (Doug Smith W9WI, Pleasant View, TN EM66, ibid.) 


*x CAYMAN ISLANDS. RADIO CAYMAN - 32 YEARS 
Cayman Net News April 21, 2008 By Kathy Miller 


After what began as a small, three-studio operation, broadcasting from 
half inch analog tape machines, 8-track recorders and record players, 

Radio Cayman 89.9 FM has seen tremendous growth from the first day of 

operations on 12 April 1976, to present day, 32 years later. 


The start of Radio Cayman proved to be a challenge, as records 
indicate that the first consultancy report proposing a government 


owned and operated broadcasting station, was lost in a fire that also 
destroyed the old Government House. 


The struggle to open the station continued, as the equipment took over 

six months to arrive in Grand Cayman from the United Kingdom due to a 

series of shipping delays. But finally, in April of 1976, Radio Cayman 

sent out its first testing programme through the 75-foot antennae 

behind the current Broadcasting House on Elgin Avenue in George Town.

James, You are in a location where 
it is very difficult to get accurate monitoring info, so whatever you 
can provide, even if not timely, will be very welcome! I wonder how 
well you can hear Radio ICDI from Central African Republic, on 6030, 
vs. interference, such as Radio Oromiya from Ethiopia? (Glenn Hauser 
to James MacDonell, via DXLD) 


Glenn, Sorry I cannot give a better answer to your question (though I 
have been a shortwave listener for many years, I am not an experienced 
monitor). Local noise in my current location makes listening to 6030 
difficult. Some of the time I can hear two stations on the same 
frequency. I have observed the stronger signal closing at 1800 UT with 
a good signal. Unfortunately I have not been able to get an 
identification or identify the language (though I think I heard French 
numbers).

Shakira; and unidentified Spanish male concert songs. Presumed Radio 
Taiwan International via Okeechobee, FL up at 2159, but ELCOR was 
still there. I had to leave the receivers at this point, but upon 
return at 2210, no trace of ELCOR. I suspect this is now 2100-2200. 
I'm rarely home prior to 2100 to confirm, but I am sure Ra‘l can 
confirm. This was well-heard on both the NRD-535 and ICOM IC-R75, but 
better yet, the new ICF-7600GR with whip captured the signal quite 
well in the room. Once Okeechobee came up, signal on all receivers was 
squat though. Still I must ask: who is behind this, and what is the 
purpose?

the jumble I have right now on this frequency includes a third signal 
besides Fontbonne and Sitkunai. 


The 1125 transmitter was infamous for producing strong mixing products 
with one of the co-located shortwave transmitters, run in the 49 mB. 
These fell in the 60 mB, and back in the nineties even a professional 
monitoring service mistook the mix for an intended transmission (Kai

The e-mail messages tell me that the 11760 transmitter 
has nice audio and that the signal level is quite good there during 
the whole afternoon Havana local time transmission. By the way, we are 
testing 11760 with another antenna from 0500 to 0700 UT with our 
regular English language broadcast, in parallel with 6060 and 9550 
kiloHertz (Arnie Coro, CO2KK, RHC DXers Unlimited April 19 via DXLD) 


11760 reception here after 0500 varies widely, depending on how the 
MUF is cooperating, from absent to very strong (gh, OK) 


xx CUBA. Radio Rebelde at 2335 UT on 5025 kHz with songs like Power To 
The People by John Lennon and POB and similar not vorbidden there (Apr 
9). (Rumen Pankov, Bulgaria, Apirl 15, wwdxc BC-DX TopNews Apr 19 via 
DXLD) 


Maybe Venezuelan influence where *‘poder popular’* is the au-courant 
catch-phrase, even embedded in the name of government agencies. I 
seriously doubt John Lennon had in mind the reality of Cuba and ever 
more so Venezuela, Newspeak where “‘people’s power’* is anything but 
(Glenn Hauser, DXLD) 


*x CUBA [and non]. So much for my recent remark that R. Marti sticks 
strictly to its schedule. April 21 at 1226 it was still going on 5980, 
along with jamming; modulation stopped abruptly at 1230 and OC for 
another minute until 1231*. This transmission is registered to end at 
1200, and I have often heard the DCJC still running on 5980 at least 
until 1300.

xx ETHIOPIA. 7110, Radio Ethiopia, 4-20, very good signal 0327 with 
very nice, HoA music, male vocal, drums, plucked strings, etc. 


7210, Radio Fana, 4-20, poor to fair, and much poorer than earlier in 
the week when it was nearly as good as 7110 was this night. Man with 
Amharic talk, 0331, and into instrumental HoA music (Don Jensen, 
Kenosha WI, NASWA yg via DXLD)

Yes, in the past the HFCC entries for ARD and Deutschlandradio were 
done "for info" by Deutsche Welle. Now 6085 and 6190 are registered 
together with "J,lich 100 kW" on 6005 by Bundesnetzagentur, without 
the infamous remark "for info". But does this mean that the BNetzA 
reps at the HFCC conferences really try to keep other transmitter 
operators away from these frequencies?

xx GERMANY. Re 8-048, Frankfurt AFN: The 873 AFN 150 kW facility has 
not operated with the proper antenna pattern for the past 12 or 15 
years after an ill-advised attempt to replace the power divider 
system. In 2006 Tom King (president of Kintronic Laboratories) and I 


inspected the site, and recommended that the feed system be modified 
and replaced, with the new system using coaxial line and having the 
power division/phasing at the center tower rather than in the 
transmitter building. I believe that this is the work now underway, 
conducted by a local contractor if my information is correct. It's a 
pretty extensive effort, and will require substantial periods of 
temporary operation, probably omni-directionally using different 
towers as the work progresses. The transmitter in service is a 150 kW

And it appears that it indeed had some 
success, one hears about US soldiers who were wondering that this 
station has great music, "but what's this shit communist propaganda"?

Per Aoki, Yemen is on 5950 only at 0300-1400, while V. of Tigray 
Revolution, Ethiopia runs 1100-1800 on Sat & Sun, 1700-2000 M-F. And 
in A-07, not yet updated, VOR in Arabic daily at 18-19 via Moldova.

NEW SURVEY AVAILABLE: 


The 51 years old DSWCI which counts experienced DX-ers in 33 countries 
all over the world as members, has just issued the 10th Edition of its 
annual Domestic Broadcasting Survey. This survey is divided into four 
parts: 


Part 1: The 36th edition of the Tropical Bands Survey covering all 
ACTIVE broadcasting stations on 2300 - 5700 kHz. 


Part 2: Domestic stations on international shortwave bands above 5700 
kHz broadcasting to a domestic audience. 


Part 3: All ACTIVE Clandestine shortwave stations are listed with 
schedules and identifications. 


Part 4: Deleted frequencies between 2 and 30 MHz which have not been 
reported heard during the past five years, but may reappear. 


This new Survey is based upon many official sources and DX-bulletins. 
AO8 schedules are included when available. 


In order to make the DBS reliable, our own monitors around the world 
have checked throughout the period May 2007 - April 2008, if each of 
the 1050 station frequencies is on the air. ACTIVE stations are 
marked with an A (iRegulari), B (iIrregulari) or C (iSporadici) in the 
list. D means iLikely inactivei. 


A unique feature is the right column called iLast logi. It shows the 
last month and year before DBS deadline on April 15, 2008 when the 
particular station was reported logged by a DX-er somewhere in the 
world. This is another way of indicating the current audibility of the 
station. To make this DBS up-to-date and user-friendly, most 
frequencies which have not been heard during the past year have been 
deleted and moved to Part 4. 


Other useful features for easy identification (ID) are the parallel 
frequencies and reference to Station ID slogans.

All buyers of DBS-10 will get a username and password to the monthly 
updates on the tropical bands published as "Tropical Bands Monitor" on 
our website.

"SHORT TROPO" SEASON 


This is the time of the year for what I call "short tropo" east of the 
Rockies. The temperature swings around sunrise and sunset, coupled 
with abundant humidity from the Atlantic or Gulf of Mexico, can 
produce some short-lived tropo openings of up to 300 miles or so. 


This morning was an example. I tuned to 162.40 MHz around 7:15 am --- 
about my local sunrise [CDT = 1215 UT] --- to hear NOAA weather radio, 
and found the Austin station, normally loud and dominant here, getting 
serious interference from WXK34 in Victoria, Texas. All other channels 
had tropo stations trying to come through, and I managed to snag IDs 
from WWF91, Llano on 162.425, WXL26, Port O'Connor on 162.475, and 
WNG523 in Dilley on 162.500. All of these were overriding the normally 
dominant stations on those channels. The opening abruptly closed 
around 7:30 as the sun climbed higher in the sky and the troposphere 
settled down. 


I used my Yaesu FT-60 two meter HT for these receptions and was able 
to "null" other stations by tilting the FT-60, thus affecting antenna 
polarization. 


This phenomenon also affects FM and UHF TV, so if you need some 
stations in that 100 to 300 miles distant range be alert for this 
enhanced propagation at sunrise and sunset (Harry Helms W5HLH, 
Smithville, TX EL19 http://harryhelmsblog.blogspot.com/ April 20, ABDX
